Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The teaching by Smith of a "page size printing 
plate" teaches a printing plate the size of a page. Applicant's argument that this only teaches a plate having the width of a page is not 
persuasive in view of the plain meaning of the phrase. With respect to the conventionality of printing sleeves and motivation to combine 
note the entire document of Tittgemeyer (US 4,913,048). With respect to claim 4, the broad recitation of a plate cylinder register 
adjustment system does not distinguish from Harenza. 
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
